have adopted m an y imperfections and absurdi­ 
ties of the English comm on law, without con­ 
sulting the spirit and genius ot our republican 
form of go ve rn ment. 
Notwithstanding the 
inconveniences and defects which time lias 
engen dered, we cling with the most stubborn 
tenacity to the musty lore of the parent juris­ 
prudence, forgetful that it is the genius of 
that government, apparently combining 
b o 
man y incongruous advantages, to 
keep in 
reverential awe 
her antiquated, time-worn 
Customs. 
T h e antiquities and traditional rel­ 
ics of jurisprudence have no higher claim to 
our reverence and respect, than as they are 
consialenl with common sense ; of no farther 
utility than to amuse the speculator or gratify 
the curiosity of the legal antiquarian. 
Touch 
not this ancient law. 
It had its origin in re­ 
mote antiquity. 
It has a prescriptive right in 
our statute-book. 
So Hay the advocates of 
imprisonment o f the innocent. 
W it h equal 
reason are all the relics of past ages and s u ­ 
perstitions, brutal buiharism, entitled to our 
profound 
veneration. 
As 
well 
migh t we 
adopt nil the absurd and exploded doctrines 
o f the Feudal Bystem ; a system which de­ 
rived its origin from the Northern or Celtic 
nations, and was received 
throughout the 
continent of Europe upwards of twelve cen­ 
turies ago. T h e same argument may be urged 
with equal force, in favor of tire 
ancient 
methods of trial and conviction of offenders. 
T h e trial by fire or tenter ordeal, by the corsned 
or morsel o f execration, by the w ager oj battel, 
relics of ignorance and 
barbarity, the 
off­ 
spring of credulity and superstition, alike con­ 
secrated» by hoary antiquity. 
T h e wager oj 
law is another of the precious remains of the 
good old times 
It is a defence which we be­ 
lieve, may at this day, in England, be set up 
in answer to an action of detinue or debt on 
simple contract. 
In its operation it is certain­ 
ly more hum nne, and not less absur d, than 
our law o f imprisonment. 
This defence, un­ 
doubtedly, occasions a departure from “ nice 


trirem es” in sw ea ri n g , b u t perhaps not greater 
than in the proceedings under our poor debtor 
system. 
W h e n this plea is pleaded, (says that 
great luminary of the law, Mr Brougham) the 
defendant has only to swear that he does not 
owe the sum of money claimed by the plain­ 
tiff. and b r in ge le ve n others to swear that they 
believe him ; and a defendant would certainly 
be bad off, if he could not find so man y per­ 
sons to do this kind office for liiin, as he needs 
only to bring those who know him, but know 
nothing of the c ir c u m s tan c es ; for the less 
they know, the more ready will they be to 
swear they believe their trierid. 
He has only 
to place th em on opposite sides at the end o f a 
table, (for the wisdom of past ages hath care­ 
fully fixed the stations which they are to oc.- 
cup y pen ding the solem nity,) 
get them to 
swear, and there is an end at once to the ac 
tion. 
Such are some of the beauties of anti­ 
quated juris pru denc e, at which we gaze and 
admire as the perfection of human reason. 
T h ey may justly claim kindred with our sys­ 
tem of impris onme nt of the innocent. 
W e 
wish not to question the purity of their origin, 
or disturb the harmony of the alliance. 
W e 
are continually changing, modifying, repeal­ 
ing and enac tin g laws to meet temporary 
emergencies. 
T h e rapid murch of 
improve­ 
m e n t in our social and civil relations is con­ 
stantly introducing new subjects for legisla­ 
tion. O ur statute-book is full even to plethory 
with legislative patch-work. 
But we do not 
apply the knife and cautery to the parts most 
diseased. 
Like unskilful surgeons, we a m p u ­ 
tate where there is no disease, and leave the 
gangrene to rankle and fester in the body 
politic. 
W e passively submit to a law, u n ­ 
just, unequal, oppressive and i nhum an, whose 
constitutionality has been questioned and d e­ 


nied by Hound statesmen and learned jurists. 
Alarmed at the outcry against reform, we 
supinely h ug our chains, without one well 
directed effort to redeem ourselves from the 
j 
thraldom of this legalized slavery. 
I f the 
modification or repeal of the law were a new 


and untried experiment, our timidity might 
perhaps be justly alarmed. 
W e migh t with 
some show of excuse, be filled with gloomy 
forebodings of 
the imaginary consequences 
that would ensue an abandonm ent of the law. 
B u t the exp erim ent has been tried. 
The re­ 
sult has been propitious. 
We have before us 
bright and illustrious examples. 
The system 
was abolished by the Napoleon code. 
Thai 
master-spirit o f his age, who by an almost in­ 
tuitive knowledge, could discern the causes 


which affect the prosperity or adversity oi 
State s—accounted his battles 
as nothing — 
his victories as no th in g —the thrones he htkd 
crumbled as not hing— when, in the exultation 
of his pride, entrusting the glory of liis name 
to impartial history, he exclaimed, “ / shall 
go down to posterity with m y code in m y hand." 
Ye t we lavish our Pharisaical panegyricks on j 
the excellence o f our own institutions; and 
like the subjects of the patriarchal despotism 
of Ch ina, dread any innovation, and contin­ 
ue a rigorous conformity to the ancient sys­ 
tem.
